'Fhe  Rev.  Robert  MolTatt,  Ihe  translator  of 
the  Testament  intothc  Bcchnana  language, in 
his  speech  at  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  So¬ 
ciety,  said,  it  was  not  his  intention  to  detain  the 
meeting  at  any  very  great  length,  for  he  was  not 
accustomed  to  address  such  a  meeting  as  that  he 
saw  before  him,  though  it  was  true  if  all  their 
faces  were  black,  he  couUl  have  imagined  he 
was  again  in  the  midst  of  the  numerous  con- 
irregalions  amongst  whom  ho  had  so  long  la¬ 
boured.  Often  had  he  sat  and  sighed  and 
wept  in  the  midst  of  thousands  of  African  war¬ 
riors,  not  one  of  whom  knew  any  thing  of  the 
past,  and  who  were  entirely  uneonscious  of 
the  future.  The  greater  pait  of  his  life  had 
been  spent  in  the  wilds  of  Africa,  beyond 
that  line  of  demarcation  which  separated 
the  kingdom  of  darkness  from  the  kingdom 
of  light;  in  a  station  at  which  he  con 
take  his  stand  and  look  over  an  interminable 


us  if  we  live  well  here  w’e  shall  go  to  another 
and  a  better  w'orld  hereafter.’  ‘  Head  me  that 
word,’  said  the  wild  heathen.  The  shepherd 
complied,  and  read  that  portion  of  the  Gospel 
of  St.  Luke,  which  relates  to  the  shepherds  to 
whom  the  heavenly  host  spoke  concerning  the 
birth  of  the  Saviour,  and  who  left  their  flocks 
and  went  to  Bethlehem  to  see  that  Saviour.” 
After  that  the  wanderer  went  home,  think¬ 
ing  how  great  that  Saviour  must  be  who  could 
induce  Hie  shepherds  to  leave  their  flocks. — 
For  these  natives  think  more  of  their  flocks 
than  even  of  their  wives  and  children  ;  and 
therefore  it  was  natural  for  them  to  concluiJe, 
that  if  the  shepherds,  as  described  by  St. 
Luke,  left  their  flocks  to  see  the  Saviour,  that 
Saviour  must  be  a  great  Saviour  indeed.  So 
much  was  the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke  valued,  that 
a  native  creditor  on  one  occasion  surrendered 
his  debt  of  a  sheep,  for  a  copy  of  that  book. — 
In  Ihe  course  of  his  itinerary  labours,  he  had 
a  conversation  with  a  native  to  the  following 
effect :  He  inquired,  “  Did  tho.se holy  men  who 
wrote  the  word  of  God  know  that  there  were 
Beciihanasin  the  world  ?”  Hc(Mr.  Mofl’att)  rc- 
replied,“  What  do  yoiithinkyourself?  iMyown 
opinion  i.s,  that  the  Scri|)lurcs  were  written 
for  all  men.”  “  Oh  !”  said  he,  “  they  must 
have  known  that  there  were  Bcchnanns,  be¬ 
cause  the  word  of  God  describes  every  sin  the 
w  icked  Bechuanas  commit.  Yon  know  that 
they  are  the  mo.<t  wicked  jicople  in  the  world, 
and  all  their  wickedness  is  exposed  in  that 
hook.”  The  Bechuanas  were  indeed  a  degrad¬ 
ed,  ignorant,  and  brutal  race.  But  let  ns  look 
now  at  what  the  Gospel  has  accompli.shcd 
amongst  that  people,  who  once  were  not  a 
people.  Instead  of  the  ohscenc  song  and 
dance,  and  shontsof  savage  joy  over  slaughter¬ 
ed  mothers  and  children,  now  may  he  heard 
the  .«ong  of  Zion  sung  in  a  heathen  land,  in 
those  hamlets  that  never  lu'ard  anything  hut 
the  sound  of  wicked  and  obscene  mirth. — 
'Fhere  were  developed  among  that  people 
those  properties  and  (pialitics  that  showed  the  j 
IJ  j  African  head  equal  to  the  head  of  any  F'iiiro-  ! 
■  peaii.  J'he  .«oil  was  good  enough,  that  is,  as 
good  as  the  soil  of  tlu;  human  heart  in  anv  i 


half  slumber,  and  said,  “The  first  man  that 
was  ever  ej^ecuted  in  Boston,  was  hung  about 
60  years  ago,  in  consequence  of  obeying  his 
mother P'*  This  was  a  case  so  unlike  those 
that  had  just  been  given,  that  we  wished  to 
know  the  circumstances. 

“  Yes,”  said  the  old  gentleman,  “  he  told  his 
mother,  on  the  scaffold,  that  she  had  the  mor¬ 
tification  of  seeing  her  son  executed  on  the 
gallows,  in  consequence  of  her  advice  to  him 
when  he  was  a  boy. 

“  One  day  as  he  was  strolling  about  his 
neighbour’s  premises,  he  found  a  hen’s  nest 
with  three  eggs.  He  took  the  eggs  and  car¬ 
ried  them  home.  His  mother  asked  him  where 
he  found  them?  He  told  her.  ‘That’s  a  good 
hoy,’  said  .she,  ‘  look  round  and  see  if  you  can’t 
find  some  more !’  ” 

This  was  the  commencement  of  a  course  of 
crime;  and  obedience  to  this  advice  of  his 
mother  led  him  on  to  ruin.  IShe,  like  .\thaliah 
of  old,  *  counselled  him  to  do  wickedly,^  and 
she  received  her  reward  in  being  called  to 
witness, — a  scene  to  a  inolher’s  lieart  the  most 
iiniitlerahly  awful, — the  ignominious  death  of 
that  son  on  the  gallows!
